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Supplemental Action 
This Supplemental Action supercedes the last Office Action. This Supplemental 
Action was made necessary by applicants pointing out in a telephone conversation of 
1 1-5-2004 that the new claims 21-23 were not included in the last Office Action which 
was a Final action. Any inconvenience caused by this omission is regretted. 

Applicant's arguments filed 7-26-2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant has pointed out differences in the embodiments of the White 
reference cited in the last Office Action and applicant's claims. However, it is believed 
that the disclosure made by White as a whole overcome applicant's arguments. For 
example, in fig. 7, 1 14a and 1 14b are contact pads. In Fig. 8 it can be seen that the 
structures 124 are inlaid structure. In Fig. 10 is an inlaid structure described in col. 9, 
lines 10-25. Therefore, White teaches simultaneous formation of inlaid structures to 
form bit line and storage node structures on contact pad structures, even if the silicide 
portions are not accepted as contact pads. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-3, 5, 9, 10, and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over White, Jr., et al. (US 6,274,42461). 

The reasons are as stated in the Office Action of 4/23/200 and as argued above. 
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Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over White Jr., 
et al. as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of IBM Tech. Disci. Bull. Vol. 19, 
No. 6, page 204-2048. 

The reasons are as stated in the Office Action of 4/23/2004 and as argued above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-16 and 21-23 are allowed. 

Claims 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
